Marplo  Village  and  High  Lane. 

A  first  class  water  supply  from  Stockport  Corporation  is  fed  to  this 
part  of  the  Urban  District  but  unfortunately  owing  to' the  need  for  scraping 
or  renewal  of  old  water  mains  and  the  need  for  larger  mains  caused  by  the 
development  of  the  district  there  has  not  been  a  sufficient  supply 
available  at  all  times  in  some  areas.  This  matter  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  for  improved 
distribution  will  be  made  next  yoar, 

Ludworth. 

The  water  supplied  to  Ludworth  from  local  gathering  grounds  has  been 
regarded  as  unsatisfactory  for  some  years*  as  the  reports  on  samples  from 
Devils  Elbow  and  Cote  Green  Reservoirs  indicate  pollution  does  occur  from 
time  to  time  and"  apart  from  this  a  long  period  of  drought  renders  these 
supplies  inadequate* 

A  scheme  for  provision  of  a  satisfactory  supply  from  Stockport  has 
been  submitted  to  tho  Minister  of  Health  and  will  be  proceeded  with  when 
sanction  is  obtained,

The  water  supplied  to  Mcllor  comes  from  Harrymoor  and  from  Tardcn* 
both  supplies  are  normally  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  quantity  but

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Marple  Area.  Sewago  works  at  Dooley  Lane  end  at  Strinos  provides  for  all 
but  small  parts  of  the  aroa  which  are  drained  to  septic  tanks  or  on  the 
conservancy  system. 

Mellor  and  Ludworth  Area.  The  Sewage  works  at  Low  Marple  provides  for 
the  major  pent  of  the"  built  up  area  the  remainder  being  unsewered  and 
dependent  on  septic  tanks  or  the  conservancy  system.  The  number  of  septic 
tanks  throughout  the  district  tends  to  increase  owing  to  the  modernisation 
of  some  of  tho  old  houses  formerly  without  water  closets. 

Tho  sewers  have  boon  extended  to  the  following 
new  housing  estates,  Rosehill,  Willow  Grove,  High  Lano  and  Cote  Green,  also 
the  sewer  at  Ludworth  has  boon  extended  by  60  yards  along  Ley  Lane  to  make 
provision  for  the  building  development. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  most  attractive  feature  of  the  Urban  District  is  the  valley  of  the  River 
Goyt.  This  is  unfortunately  marred  by  the  very  serious  pollution  by  Trade 
effluont  of  various  colour  and  odour  which  arc  discharged  into  the  river  from 
time  to  time  (before  it  reaches  this  area)  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Officials  of  the  Irwell  and  Joint  Committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  prevent  such 
pollution  as  far  as  practicable  under  existing  legislation.

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  public  cleansing  service  has  continued  tp  operate  on  the  some  lines 
as  last  year,  two  Karrier  Bantams  being  operated  by  Council  Employees  to 
carry  out  a  fortnightly  collection  of  bins  and  a  weekly  pail  collection* 

Tho  collection  of  both  bins  and  pails  was  seriously  interfered  with  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  owing  to  the  heavy  and  protracted  snowfall.  It  is 
on  those  occasions  that  the  disadvantage  of  the  two  weeks  interval  is  most 
noticeable  as  tho  two  weeks  can  very  easily  become  throe  weeks  and  tho 
piling  up  of  accumulations  throughout  tho  district  becomes  a  serious  matter . 
In  order  to  reduce  these  difficulties  and  provide  a  better  service,  arrnngmer 
have  been  put  in  hand  for  a- ton-day  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  uo 
commence  next  year.  The  collection  of  salvage,  particularly  waste  paper, 
has  been  consistently'  maintained  since  1944.  The  following  table  shows 
the  yearly  progress  of  salvage  collection  and  sales  since,  1939.

4.  Schools.

Owing  to  tho  groat  demand  for  housos  now  and  old  and  tho  shortage  of 
manpower  and  materials  it  was  felt  tho  time  was  not  opportune  to  attempt 
h ©conditioning  or  closing  of  dwelling  housos  which  must  inevitably  follow 
inspoction  under  tho  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations  1925  and  1932, 
consequently  only  urgent  defects  and  nuisances  prejudicial  to  health  have  bee 
dealt  with  and  notices  for  those  served  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  as  shown  in  Section  C  of  this  report.

The  producers  of  tho  unsatisfactory  samples  were  interviewed  and 
advised  on  clean  milk  production. 

The  T,  B.  positive  results  wore  immediately  reported  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  as  a  result  of  investigations  made  by  the 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  3  cows  were 
proved  to  be  giving  Tuberculous  Milk  and  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order, 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order ,  1936. 

The  Council  has  issued  two  supplementary  licences  for  the  retail 
sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  Urban  District,  During  the  year  three  more 
Farms  have  boon  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  for  Accredited  Producers 
licences  to  be  issued  to  the  farmers  concerned  and  one  to  Tuberculin  tested 
standard. 


(b)  Moat  Inspection, 

There  are  eighteen  butchers  shops  in  the  Urban  District*  also  one 
travelling  shop  and  ton  slaughterhouses.  Only  one  licence  has  been  issued 
during  tho  year  for  slaughterhouse  and  one  licence  to  slaughter* 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Centralised  Slaughtering  Scheme  under  tho 
ministry  cf  Food  in  1940*  the  s laught or houses  in  the  Urban  District  have  not 
been  used*  the rhome  killed  moat  being  allocated  from  the  Stockport  No*  2 
Ministry  of  Food  Depot  where  your  Sanitary  Inspector  takes  over  the  duties 
of  Meat  Inspection  one  week  in  four.
